Colby, dated 6 July 1949, has been for our 
liorarian to ascertain that the material in the body of the document does 
in fact appear in open literature (usually done ty calling the Congressional 
Library), and if it does then to remove al) traces of CIA origin and interest 
by blocking out any stamps, headings, report symbols, etc., contained in the 
text, labels, ete., so that the resuiting document when photostated is not 
traceable to your crganisation, This procedure, I understend, still has your 
sm rovel, As sn extra safeguard we wi}l endeavor in this office to scan the 
tudy of each document for any hidden items of strictly intelligence interest 
“hat aight escape the Jibrariane eye and, if published, compromise sone 
classtfied matter oF operation, (YT rag euggee® tyat {¢ would sicplify thic 
om reticn of censorship if CIA were to print its translations on e separate 
sheet, cerrying no letter head or evaluation, with a source and evaluation 
coversneet attached which could be ram:ved {n thie office. Unrevesaling 
symicic to relete the sheets to each other could of course be used. )

matertel reaches our Division of Public and Technical Information Services,
